was hanged at ten minutes after 12 
o'clock this morning in the Philadel- 
phia jail. Holmes' neck was broken 
by the drop through the trap, and the 
hanging was a complete success. He 
maintained his marvelous coolness and 
composure to the last, and died dra- 
matically, as he had lived. He was 
probably the coolest man in the assem- 
blage. In a speech before his execu- 
tion he declared that he was innocent 
of any murder. He admitted to having 
caused the death of two women by hav- 
ing criminal operations performed up- 
on them, but did not give their names. 


The murder of Benj. F. Pitezel, for 


which Herman Hudgett, alias Holmes, 
was hanged today, occurred Sunday, 
Sept. ^nd, 1894. A conspiracy existed 
to defraud the Fidelity Mutual Life 
Association of Philadelphia of $10,- 
000, and the swindle was successfully 
accomplished. Pitezel was married 
and had six children. 
He was poor 


and willing to make money dishon- 
estly. Holmes had practiced forgery 
and induced Pitezel to do so. In Jan- 
uary, 1893, Pitezel was arrested in 
Teire Haute for forgery. Holmes got 
him §1,800 bail. Holmes then sent 
Pitezel to Fort Worth, Texas, under 
the name of Benton T. Lyman. 
Pite- 


zel had a deed to property worth $40, - 
000 belonging to Minnie E. Williams, 
another of Holmes' victims. 
Holmes 


and a woman subsequently joined 
Pitezel there. 
Giving out their inten- 


tion to build, the men borrowed $50, - 
000, then fled, stealing two car loads of 
horses and shipping them to St. Louis. 
Afterward Pitezel was told by Holmes 
how easy it was to beat insurance com- 
panies with a substitute body, and 
Pitezel fell into the scheme. A $5,000 
policy in the Washington Insurance 
company of New York was first per- 
mitted to lapse. 
Then the fidelity pol- 


icy was taken out at the Chicago 
sgeacy. Pitezel was in good health. 
They left Chicago to search for a body. 
Meanwhile Pitezel told his wife and 
eldest daughter not to worry if they 
heard he was dead. In August, 1894, 
Holmes and Pitezel came east. 
Pite- 


zle statred in the patent rights busi- 
ness under the name of B. F. Perry. 
Meantime 
Holmes brought another 


women here and called on Pitezel fre- 
quently. 
Pitezel was seen at 10 p. m., 


Saturday, Sept. 1st. He drank consid- 
erable before retiring. His body was 
found the following Monday on the 
floor of the room he occupied. It was 
burned and mutilated, and 'the police 
believed he was killed by an accident. 
The coroner's verdict gave the cause of 
death to be the inhaling of fumes of 
chloroform. 
Three weeks aftewrards 


Jeptha D. Howe, a St. Louis attorney, 
arrived to collect §10,000 insurance for 
Mrs. Pitezel. Holmes came to Phila- 
delphia and identified the body. So 
did Alice Pitezel, the sixteen year old 
daughter of the victim. 
The Fidelity 


company paid the $10,000. Afterward 
Marion C. Hedspeth, the train robber 
in jail at St. Louis, declared that 
Holmes while in an adjoining cell, 
told him of a conspiracy with Pitezel 
and Howe to swindle the Philadelphia 
insurance company. Holmes was ar- 
rested in Boston. His trial began in 
Philadelphia last October, resulting 
in a verdict of murder in the first de- 
gree for killing Pitezel. The principal 
witness was Georgiana Yoke, other- 
wise Mrs. Howard, who thought her- 
self Holmes' wife. She' was living 
with him here on the day of the mur- 
der and told how he left for Indian- 
apolis with her the following night. 
Holmes recently confessed to twenty- 
seven murders. Among those known 
to be his victims were Alice and Nellie 
Pitezel, asphyxiated in a trunk in 
Toronto; Howard Pitezel, killed in In- 
dianapolis and cremated in a stove; 
Julia L. Connor and daughter, Pearl 
Connor; Emeline G. Cigrande, stenog- 
rapher, of Anderson, Ind.; Minnie R. 
Williams and Nannie Williams, sisters. 
Holmes was an atrocious liar and de- 
praved in every respect, although a 
man of wonderful power in execution, 
as well as in conspiracy. He knew 
how to pick his victims, but finally 
made a mistake when he married his 
third wife, Georgiana Yoke, of Frank- 
lin, Ind., a woman of refinement and 
principle, who resented at the proper 
time the deception of which she was a 
victim.

Indianapolis, May 7.— The platform 


adopted by the Indiana state Republi- 
can convention this afternoon gives 
high commendation to the administra- 
tion of Ex President Harrison. It pro- 
nounced strongly in favor of a tariff 
for revenue and also for equal and cer- 
tain protection to the wage workers of 
America. It lands the workings of the 
protective tariff policy from Lincoln 
to Harrison,'and is emphatic in its de- 
mand for sound and honest mouej'. 
It 


favors the use of silver as currency but 
only under such regulations as will 
tend to keep it equal in purchasing 
power with gold. It opposes the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, and favors a liberal 
constnicitou of the pension laws. 


The platform is pronounced in its 


declaration in favor of McKiuley for 
President as the man who perfectly 
represents protective tariff policy and 
the cardinal principles of the Republi- 
can party, and directs Indiana's dele- 
gates to the St.- Louis convention to 
cast their votes for him. 
< 


There was great excitement iu -the 


hall during the reading of the platform, 
the demonstration being especially 
loud when the portion relating to Mc- 
Kinley was reacehd. The shouting 
was almost universal, but when the 
reading was ended, counter cries for 
Harrison were heard from 
various 


parts of the hall. Finally a motion to 
adopt the platform was put amid coii- 
flciting calls. It was adopted appar- 
ently by a three to one vote. Work of 
selecting delegates then began. 


The sessions of the convention were 


attended by a great crowd. 


Ex-Secretaiy of the Navy Richard 


VV. Thompson was made permanent 
president, and Gen. Starmount secre- 
tary of the convention. 
Thompson, 


who is 88 years old, made a stirring 
speech. He said that the first congress 
provided for the people and their pro- 
ducts; and said'that the Republican 
party was living to carry out, that be- 
nign policy. He declared himself in 
favor of McKiuley for President. 


Col. R. W. Thompson was chosen by 


acclamation for delegate^to St. Louis, 
but retired in favor of J. Q. Lafollette; 
Lew Wallace was elected by acclama- 
tion, and the second ballot resulted in 
the election of Frank M. Millikeu and 
Chas. W. Fairbanks. 


Word was then received from Ex- 


President HaiTison that he_had decided 
not to speak before the convention. No 
explanation was given, except that he 
had never fully decided to accept the - 
invitation. 
This caused much com- 


ment. It was generally believed that 
he was waiting to see what action was 
taken in reference to the instruction of 
delegates and_that he is sulking.

GOLD DEMONETIZERS. 


A Golrt Standard. Senator and His Jdoai— 


What About a Flood of Gold? 


Senator Caffery, of Louisiana, is one 


of those gold standard persons that 
have a profound contempt for the ig- 
norance of the free silver lunatics 
So 


confident is CafEery that the cause of 
bimetallism is foolishness that he has 
never thought it worth while to exam- 
ine into tho merits of the question. 
It 


must have been very humiliating to 
him, 
therefore, when in attempting- to 


enlighten the 'ignorance of certain be- 
ni"-hted senators he had his own igno- 
rance exposed. 
While Caffery 
was 


dwelling upon the divine immutability 
of goldT Senator Daniel asked him a 
question concerning the movement for 
the demonetization of gold in Europe 
after the California gold discoveries 
and its actual demonetization in some 
countries. 
Caffery replied, in sub- 


stance, that Daniel didn't know what 
he was talking about; that a fellow by 
the name of Chevalier had tried to talk 
up a movement of that kind, but that 
no European country had ever demone- 
tized gold. 
Several senators were 


promptly on their feet to tell CafEery : 
that it was the senator from Louisiana j 
that didn't know what he was talking ; 
about; that Germany and Holland had 
both demonetized gold at that time. 
Caffery looked helplessly about the 
chamber, hoping that somebody would 
come to his relief. But no help came, 
and Caffery said: "I stand corrected." 
If Mr. Caffery's knowledge of the sub- 
ject he was discussing had not been of 
the shallowest kind, he would not have 
needed to be corrected. 


Senator Caffery should know, too, 


that the very people who for years 
have been sneering at silver and laud- 
ing gold have already begun to take 
fright at tho highly-colored reports of 
the prospective output of the gold 
mines and to suggest the necessity of 
closing the mints to the free coinage 
of gold. We quoted some time since 
from a leading financial journal in 
England which expressed grave appre- 
hension that the increase of the gold 
supply would seriously unsettle values, 
that is to say check the fall of prices, 
and that the abandonment of the gold 
standard might become necessary. We 
never hear from these sources any note 
of dissatisfaction so long as "values 
aro unsettled" by falling prices. They 
want money that is growing dearer 
and harder to get every day. This is 
strikingly illustrated by two editorial 
articles that recently appeared in the 
same issue of Harper's Weekly, a lead- 
ing representative of gold standard 
ideas. 
One of these articles deals 


with the 
"rising 
tide 
of gold." 


It declares that if estimates now 
made are realized, by tho year 1000 
the world will have trebled its gold 
production within the present decade, 
and that there will bo such a monetary 
inflation as the 
wildest 
populistic 


dreamer never dared to entertain, In 
view of this awful state of affairs Har- 
per's Weekly propounds this momen- 
tous question: "If the output of gold 
reaches 8300,000,000 by 1900, will it be 
possible for the nations to keep their 
mints open to the free coinage of 
gold?" We can answer that if the 
bondholders and those who enjoy fixed 
incomes find that the gold standard 
means rising instead of falling prices, 
they will not hesitate if they have the 
power to demonetize both gold as well 
as silver. This possible fall in the 
value of pold and rise in the prices of 
commodities presents a condition that 
is full cf terror to our contemporary. 


But in another article it describes a 


condition that is just to its taste. 
Speaking of the absurdity of attempt- 
ing a "popular" gold loan instead of 
operating through a syndicate, it says 
that "gold is a commodity that few 
persons have or have the means of get- 
ting, except by legal tenders from the 
vaults of the government itself. 
The 


number of possible competitors for the 
opportunity to sell gold, other than its 
own, 
to the government is small." In 


other words, gold is a scarce article 
and the great body of the people have 
none of it and can't get it. It can be 
supplied only by a few wealthy cap- 
italists in the great money centers. 
This makes it a very desirable money 
standard. What the country needs is 
a kiud of money that can be controlled 
by a few and kept out of the hands of 
the people. But if this "tide of gold" 
should contimie to rise, the horror of 
the situation is that the supply .would 
get too big for the financiers to control 
and the people might get some of it — 
Memphis Commercial Appeal.
